The  Minister  of  Health  has  issued  a circular  letter  to  all  local 
authorities  in  which  he  states:- 

"In  view  of  the  increasing  pressure  of  work  in  the  Public  Health 
Departments  of  Local  Authorities,  and  the  reed  for  strict  economy  in  the 
use  of  paper,  the  Minister  considers  that  interim  r e ports  only  should 
be  made  for  the  year  1939>  and  thesubject  matter  should  be  confined  to 
essential  and  urgent  matters  which  have  affected  the  public  health  during 
the  year,  especially  any  matters  arising  from,  or  connected  with  the  war, 
outbreaks  of  Infectious  Disease  etc........" 

The  Sanitary  Inspector  was  a ppointed  Billeting  Officer  under  the 
Government  Evacuation  Scheme  in  Ja nua  ry  ,1939  , and  a great  deal  of  his 
time  has  been  absorbed  in  that  work.  He  has,  in  consequence,  been 
able  to  attend  to  urgent  sanitary  matters  only,

No  cases  were  notified. 


Government  Evacuation  Scheme. 


There  were  received  into  the  District  on  the  1st  .September, 1939,  1113 
women  and  children,  and  there  were  remaining  in  the  District  on  the 
31st .December, 1939 , 282  only. 

Many  of  the  children  were  found  to  be  in  a very  unsatisfactory 
condition  e.g.  Verminous  h6Eds  - Septic  condition  of  the  skin  - 
Enuresis  a nd  a.  proportion  ill  clad* 

Great  difficulty  was  experienced  in  dealing  with  the  affected  children 
as  no  provision  had  been  made  before  hand  for  institutional  treatment. 

Mention  must  be  made  of  the  generosity  displayed  by  many  of  the  fostei 
parents  in  clothing  the  children,  often  out  of  slander 
resources.  - -
